KARACHI (R) — Police opened fire at protesters here Wednes- 
day, killing two people, inducting a young boy, and raising to 19 
die death toll from four days of ethnic riots, doctors said. They 
said an eight-year-old Bangladeshi boy was killed by a stray bullet 
when police fired at stone-throwing protesters in western 
Karachi’s volatile Liaquatabad area. A young man was lolled in 
police firing on a crowd tooting a bakery in west Karachi's 
Gulbahar area, the doctors said. Seventeen people had died 
earlier since the riots began on Saturday between Pashtuns from 
Pakistan’s north-west ami Mohajir immigrants from India. One 
was killed in the dty of Hyderabad, some 175 kilometres to the 
north-east. The Mohajire, Muslims who migrated to Pakistan at 
the sub-continent’s partition in 1947, were Wednesday protesting 
against the police arrest of what they estimated were 200 people 
of their community in connection with the riots.

The truck's driver, 
Mahmoud Hassan Abu Zaydeh, 
was arrested by the police for 
investigation. Eyewitnesses attri- 
buted the accident to the careless- 
ness on the part of both two 
drivers.

Mubarak meets

CAIRO (AP) — U.S. Rep. 
Charles Wilson, a frequent visitor 
to Egypt, dropped in Wednesday 
for a visit with President Hosni 
Mubarak. The Texas Democrat 
was en route to South Asia for a 
tour. Mr. Wilson is a member of 
die House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, which considers assist- 
ance to Egypt as part of the 
foreign aid bill. Egypt has re- 
ceived more than $2 billion in aid 
annually in recent years, second 
only to Israel among U.S. foreign 
aid recipients. 

EC to increase aid to 
Egypt 

CAIRO (R) — Egypt and the 
European Community (EC) are 
set to sign a $500 million, five- 
year agreement, substantially in- 
creasing Western Europe’s aid to 
die most papulous Arab country, 
EC officials said Wednesday. 
Under their third finandal pro- 
tocol, covering 1987 to 1992, the 
EC will give Egypt grant aid of 
200 million European Currency 
Units (about $228 million), com- 
pared with 126 milli on ECUs 
($144 million) in the five years 
ending last December. Cairo will 
also receive 249 million ECUs 
($284 milli on) in loans from the 
European Investment Bank, 
compared with 150 million ECUs

Kaddoumi spells out 
PLO terms for attending 
international conference

AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan-based Palestinian rifaem attending the 
PNC meeting on Wednesday sent an appeal to PNC Speaker Abdul 
Hamid Sayeh and PNC members urging them on behalf of fUlow 
citizens in Jordan and under Israeli occupation to adhere to 
Palestinian national unity and work towards strengthening Jordanian- 
Pakstinian relations.

An Egyptian delegation met 
with Dr. Ha bash on Wednesday 
and the sources said the delega- 
tion urged the PFLP leader “not 
to push too much” with his de- 
mand for a “total cut-off” of 
contacts between the PLO and 
the Cairo government. However, 
said the sources, the appeal did 
not produce the desired result 
and Dr. Habash was reportedly 
preparing to quit the PNC meet- 
ing and leave Algiers “any mo- 
ment."

Israeli 
police 
beat up 
47 Arab 
students 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Palestinian officials 
at the Islamic University in occu- 
pied Gaza said Wednesday that 
Israeli troops had beaten 47 stu- 
dents during a recent anti-Israel 
protest. 

The students were treated, 
mostly for bruises, at a university 
clinic and nine were taken to 
hospital, the officials said. 

Asked to comment on Sun- 
day’s campus protest, an Israeli 
army spokeswoman said: “We 
don't know how many people get 
bruised in demonstrations. We 
don’t keep track of such things.” 

The Israeli army said students 
threw stones at soldiers and 
burned an Israel flag. Israeli au- 
thorities suspended classes for a 
week in retaliation. 

In another move on Wednes- 
day against Palestinian protests, 
Israeli officials ordered Gaza's 
Fuligia High School dosed for 
two weeks after disturbances 
there. 

Israeli army radio reported that 
Israeli police had dismantled a 
bomb on a traffic island in the 
main street of Gaza City. It was 
unclear who planted the explo- 
sives.

Murphy: PLO set back 
chance for peace 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Morphy said Tuesday 
that the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (FLO) had aacn- 
ficed the chance for progress in 
Middle East peace efforts for the 
sake of internal unity. 

Mr. Murphy, testifying before 
a House of Representatives' sub- 
committee (see page 4), said it was 
too early to predict the effect of a 
decision by the PLO Executive 
Committee to abrogate the Feb. 
11, 1985 agreement with Jordan 
on a joint strategy towards set- 
tling tiie Palestinian problem. 

The decision, made in advance 
of tins week's meeting in Algiers 
of the Palestine National Council 
(PNC), was designed to draw 
back radical Palestinian frictions 
into the mainstream PLO struc- 
ture and settle an almost four- 
year-old internal PLO dispute. 

“You have to ask yourself what 
use is unity if you can’t move 
forward politically," Mr. Murphy 
told the House of Representative 
subcommittee. “Not much, is the 
answer.” 

M Murphy, who is the U.S. 
Stale Department’s top expert on 
the Middle East, said: “The

: process should not become 
lostage to the internal politics of 
the PLO.” He predicted that the 
PLO decision would undermine 
Jordan's efforts to put together 
a joint delegation with PLO rep- 
resentatives to peace talks. Jor- 
dan said Tuesday it will not allow 
the abrogation of the accord slow 
down efforts towards convening 
an international peace conference 
on the Mideast. 

* Mr. Murphy also indicated that 
the PLO move could set back 
U.S. efforts to bring together 
parties to the Middle East 
to talk peace because the 
thrust of American strategy in 
Arab-Israeli peace efforts was 
partly directed at finding Palesti- 
nian representatives acceptable 
to all parties. 

In a response to a question 
about Sunday's Palestinian com- 
mando attack against an Israeli 
settlement in the Galilee, Mr. 
Murphy said the assault, in which 
three Palestinian commandos and 
two Israeli soldiers were killed, 
appeared to be timed to coincide 
with the Algiers meeting.

Iraq says U.S. and Israel 
still sending arms to Iran 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq 
on Wednesday charged the Un- 
ited States and Israel were still 
supplying arms and mflrtaiy ex- 
pertise to Iran. 

“Iraq knows exactly and pre- 
cisely that Israel, the United 
States and some other Eastern 
and Western states still supply 
Iran with arms and military ex- 
pertise,” said Air Force Com- 
mander Air Marshal Hameed 
Shaaban. 

In a statement published by the 
Defence Ministry newspaper A1 
Qadisiya, he ttaeatenra to ex- 
pose those states which “cl aim to 
have principles and take a neutral 
attitude (towards the Gulf war) 
and even friendship for the Arab 
Nation, proving they are liars...” 

Marshal Shaaban’s statement 
came five months after the expo- 
sure of an American arms deal 
with Iran with the support of 
Israel -mid some Western coun- 
tries. 

Marshal Shaaban threatened 
Israel with immediate and deci- 
sive retaliation in the event of any 
aggression. 

“Any Zionist aggression against 
Iraq wffl not pass without a deter- 
rent punishment ... our armed 
forces must be prepared to retali- 


ate with full power, density and 
destruction.” he said. 

In Washington, a House of 
Representatives committee was 
gearing up for full-scale hearings 
into the Iran arms scandal and 
was to grant immuni ty to former 
National Security Adviser John 
Poindexter. 

The select house panel planned 
to follow Tuesday’s Senate lead 
in granting President Reagan’s 
former top security aide limited 
immunity to compel him to testify 
about the secret Iran arms deal 

The bouse and Senate commit- 
tees plan nationally televised 
joint hearings starting May 5, and 
officials said they hoped Vice- 
Admiral Poindexter, as the high- 
est T anking official so far known 
to have taken part in (he opera- 
tion, would shed light on the 
clandestine dealings mat sparked 
Mr. Reagan’s biggest crisis. 

A member of the Senate inves- 
tigating committee. Democrat 
Howard Heflin of Alabama, told 
reporters the key questions to be 
asked A dm. Poindexter are: 
“What did the president know 
about this? What conversations 
did you have with him? That is 
the primary question which peo- 
ple want to know.” 


Beirut cabinet meets today 
as people brace for strike 


BEIRUT (R) — Rival cabinet 
ministers meet for the first time in 
seven months on Thursday, coin- 
ciding with a rare nationwide 
general strike to protest against 
Lebanon's economic crisis. 

Public statements by Christian 
and Muslim ministers, some of 
whom lead warring communal 
militias, were not optimistic ab- 
out the talks, to be restricted to 
economic matters. 

Meeting as an economic com- 
mittee was a waste of time, said 
Nabih Bern, minister of justice 
and state minister for South 
Lebanon and reconstruction as 
well as leader of the big Shi'ite 
Am a I militia. 

Mr. Bern said he believed eco- 
nomic well-being would only, 
come from a change in the whole 
system. 

Finance Minister Camille Cha- 
moun, a former president and a 
key Christian hardliner, said that 
while the meeting would not 
solve the Lebanon war, he was 
prepared to discuss the economy. 

The ministers would not be 
able to tackle constitutional re- 
form issues, a key element in the 
Lebanon conflict, because Presi- 
dent Amin Gemayel was not 
attending the meeting, political 


sources said. 

The sources said Thursday's 
meeting was a Syrian-backed in- 
itiative by Parliamentary Speaker 
Hussein Husseini. 

Syria is a key power-broker m 
Lebanon with more than 25,000 
troops in north and east Lebanon 
and in west Beirut. 

The planned ministerial meet- 
ing comes on the first day of a 
general strike called by the 
General Labour Federation in 
both Muslim and Christian areas 
of Lebanon, the first joint action 
since a similar one-day protest 
last July. 

Federation President Antoine 
Bishara said the strike might end 
after one day if ministers adopted 
realistic measures. 

Banks, schools, factories, 
media, public and private institu- 
tions will close their doors for at 
least a day, although hospitals 
will stay open, Mr. Bishara said. 

Mr. Bishara said the strike was 
to protest spiralling inflation and 
the government's failure to allevi- 
ate the growing suffering of work- 
ers trapped by fixed wages. 

Mr. Bishara said a recent 40 
percent wage rise decreed by Mr.

Newly-elected Cairo assembly 
meets amid opposition protests 


CAIRO (AP) — Egypt's newly 
elected parliament opened its 
first session on Wednesday amid 
claims by an opposition party that 
it was an illegal body. 

Some 20 members from the 
right-of-centre New Wafd party 
marched up to the parliament 
building to protest a government 
appeal of a court ruling that 10 of 
the seats now won by President 
Hosni Mubarak's National 
Democratic Party (NDP) should 
have gone to the New Wafd. 

“Long live the people's will. 
Down with rigging,” they 
shouted outside the heavy iron 
gates of the People's Assembly as 
they tried to enter the building. 
Police barred them. 

“The present parliament is un- 
constitutional and illegal,” 
Mahmoud A1 Saqa, a New Wald 
candidate who ran for one of the 
10 disputed seats, told reporters. 
“Parliament now does not exist as 
a power." 

Tuesday’s ruling by the admi- 
nistrative court also said another 
seven seats awarded to the NDP 
should have been won by an 
opposition alliance of the left-of- 
centre Socialist Labour Party, the 
right-wing liberal Party and the 
fundamentalist Muslim Brother- 


hood. 

The People’s Assembly has 448 
elected seats, of which 400 were 
allotted to parties and 48 to inde- 
pendent candidates. The parties 
fielded lists and their seats were 
distributed by proportional repre- 
sentation. A complicated process 
governed the apportionment of 
seats. 

The government immediately 
challenged the ruling, appealing 
it to a higher tribunal. 

Mr. Saqa said the administra- 
tive court ruling should be im- 
plemented despite the govern- 
ment appeal. The government 
invoked a legal technicality to 
stop implementation pending the 
outcome of the appeal. 

The new assembly's first order 
of business was to elect a speaker, 
and the result was a surprise show 
of strength by the NDP. 

Hie ruling party's Rifaat A1 
Mahgoub, speaker in the pre- 
vious parliament, was chosen to 
succeed himself with 393 “yes” 
votes, more than 40 above its 
already massive majority. Hie 
runner-up, Ibrahim Shukxy of Che 
So cialis t Labour Party, nominal 
head of the electoral alliance, 

54 votes, six fewer than 
alliance’s membership.

Colombo says 80 rebels killed 
in retaliatory raids on Jaffna 


COLOMBO (Agendas) — Sri 
T jmkan air force planes strafed 


Tamil separatist bases on 
Wednesday, killing 80 rebels in 
apparent retaliation for the rush- 
hour bombing of the capital's 
main bus station that police said 
left at least 150 dead. 

The surprise air strikes early 
Wednesday morning on the 
Tamil-dominated Jaffna peninsu- 
la hit bases of two separatist 
groups which the government has 
blamed for the bombing on Tues- 
day that also injured at least 300. 

A few hours after the air 
strikes, the cabinet met for its 
weekly session and a government 
spokesman told Reuters it de- 
cided “strong measures" will be 
taken in the fight with rebels 
seeking an independent Tamil 
homeland. 

He declined to be specific but 
government official sources said 
these meant a military offensive. 

There were several other vio- 
lent attacks late Tuesday and 
Wednesday, raising to more than 
350 the number of people killed 
in incidents connected with the 
Tamil civil war since last Friday. 

A military official said rebels 


attacked an army camp at Kank- 
esamturai, 20 kilometres north of 
Jaffna, and killed 14 soldiers and 
three police late Tuesday. He 
said eight rebels were believed 
killed. 

Near Trimcomalee in eastern 
Sri Lanka, rebels detonated a 
bomb under an army vehicle 
Wednesday, killing 15 soldiers 
and wounding another 60, the 
official said. 

In the government air raid, 
Tilak Racmakara, chairman of 
the government media centre, 
said some civilians may have been 
among the injured in the bomb- 
ings. 

“The government has issued a 
call that civilians should not re- 
main near known militant 
targets." he said. “The govern- 
ment will continue to strike at 
these targets until civilian killings 
are stopped and peace negotia- 
tions resume.” 

A 20-hour curfew was reim- 
posed on the capita] and nearby 
Gampha district at 9 a.m. 
Wednesday to forestall violence 
against Tamils by Sinhalese who 
comprise 74 per cent of the is- 
land's 15 million people. 


The killing of 13 Sinhalese sol- 
diers by Tamil rebels in July 1983 
set off widespread riots against 
Tamils. More than 5,500 propie 
have been lolled in the conflict 
since (hen. 

The Sinhalese community has 
been tense over the recent kill- 
ings of 141 Sinhalese civilians, 
including 126 bus passengers shot 
on April 17 and 15 villagers killed 
last Monday in incidents blamed 
by the government on Tamil re- 
bels. 

Police in Colombo said they 
used tear-gas to disperse about 
250 people who gathered at the 
bomb site just before the curfew 
was reimposed. Helicopters ho- 
vered over the capita! and police 
said they arrested 104 people 
from Tuesday night. 

Eyewitnesses quoted by Reuter 
said a few Tamil shops in the 
working class Maradana district 
were looted Tuesday night and 
police fired into the air to dis- 
perse the crowds. 

Six Tamil prisoners were in- 
jured Tuesday night at Welikada 
jail on the outskirts of the capital 
when Sinhalese inmates rushed a 
Tamil prison dormitory. 


Poland 
charges 
American 
diplomat 
with spying 

WARSAW (R) — Polish author- 
ities accused a U.S. diplomat of 
spying Wednesday and produced 
video film that they said showed 
him handing over money and 
instructions to a Polish contact 
before he was detained by the 
police. 

Government spokesman Jerzy 
Urban said Albert Mueller, a 
second secretary in the U.S. 
embassy's political section, had 
been “caught red-handed” last 
Saturday night and was taken for 
uestioning to a police station, 
le had since left Poland. 

“On April 18 at 21.55 Second 
Secretary Albert Moeller was 
apprehended while he was pas- 
~ ig on spy equipment, spying 
Mrs, ciphers and dollars to a 
Polish citizen,” Mr. Urban told 
reporters at his weekly press con- 
ference. 

“The Interior Ministry Coun- 
ter-Intelligence Service caught 
the American diplomat red- 
handed.” 

The Polish Foreign Ministry 
had Tuesday lodged a formal 
(no test with the U.S. embassy 
about his activities, which Mr. 
Urban described as “not compati- 
ble with his diplomatic status.” 
A U.S. embassy spokesman 
confirmed that Mr. Mueller had 
left Poland on Sunday for the 
United States. 


Superpowers head for 
showdown over missiles 


GENEVA (Agencies) — The 
United States and the Soviet Un- 
ion have staked out sharply 
conflicting positions on short- 
range nuclear missiles in Europe 
before the start of a new round of 
arms control talks on Thursday. 

The United States remains firm- 
ly committed to setting equal 
permitted numbers of short-range 
missiles for each side and is deter- 
mined these should be “an integ- 
ral part” of a medium-range mis- 
sile accord, U.S. negotiator 
Maynard Glitman told reporters 
Wednesday. 

The dispute over short-range 
missiles, which can travel 500 to 
1,000 kflometres, threatens to 
spoil a superpower agreement in 
principle to scrap their medium- 
range missile' forces iu Europie. 

Mr. Glitman made clear the 
United States felt keeping equal 
numbers of short-range missiles 
was the best way to ensure “con- 
tinued deterrence and that there 
will be no war ... either nuclear or 
conventional." 

This position, set out in an 
American draft treaty last month, 
would require that Washington 
and its NATO allies deploy new 
short-range missiles to match pre- 
sent Soviet superiority. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev made a new short-range 
missile offer last week which, he 
said, was aimed at allaying 
NATO fears over Soviet strength 
in this field. 

Mr. Gorbachev told U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
in a Moscow meeting that the 
Kremlin would eliminate all such 
arms within a year of the signing 
of a medium-range missile pact. 


Mr. Glitman said Wednesday 
there were “grounds for optim- 
ism” about the prospects for 
reaching an agreement, though 
“difficult issues remain, and 
much hard work lies ahead of 
us.’’ 

The U.S. efforts “will be 
directed to producing a sound 
and durable agreement, not to 
meeting a timetable,” he said. 

This appeared to respond to 
the statement a day earlier by 
Soviet negotiator Alexei 
Obukhov, who said he was under 
instructions to seek agreement on 
a treaty on the elimination of 
medium-range missiles in Europe 
this year. He said his delegation is 
“entitled to reciprocity from the 
U.S. side.” 

Mr. Obukhov said his delega- 
tion would present at the new 
round a draft treaty spelling out 
the latest initiatives by Mr. Gor- 
bachev. 

These proposals, which reflect 
a formula worked out at last 
year's Reykjavik summit, would 
provide for the scrapping of all 
but 100 medium-range missile 
warheads on each side. 

The Soviets would retain war- 
heads for their triple-warhead SS- 
20s in their Asian territory, while 
the U.S. warheads would remain 
in American territory. 

Some NATO allies would pre- 
fer that the United States be 
allowed to build up to the Soviet 
level of short-range weapons, 
arguing that complete e liminatio n 
would expose tum to the War- 
saw Pact’s superiority in conven- 
tional arms. 

Mr. Glitman said the subject 
was still under discussion. 
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Moscow to respond ‘firmly’ 
to any Gulf attack on its ships 


ABU DHABI (R) — A senior Soviet official has said 
Moscow will reply ‘‘firmly” to any attack on 
Soviet-flag ships in the Gulf, but did not say whether 
this would involve military action. 


Ivanov Galitsin, bead of Gulf 
Arab affairs at the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry, told a lecture audience 
Tuesday night Moscow would 
take measures allowed by inter- 
national law including recourse to 
the United Nations Security 
Council. 

Asked what tbe Soviet Union 
would do if one of its ships were 
attacked, Mr. Galitsin said 
"Soviet ships enter the Golf from 
time to time through internation- 
al routes, and some of them have 
been stopped. We will reply to 
this provocation firmly ana con- 
sider it contrary to international 
law.” 

Some 300 vessels have been 
attacked by either Iran or Iraq in 
the past three years in a maritime 
extension of their ground war, 
now in its seventh year. 

In addition, Iran says it has 
stopped 1,200 foreign ships in the 


past 18 months to search for 
Iraqi-bound weapons. 


Moscow has leased three tank- 
ers to Kuwait, apparently singled 
out in recent Iranian attacks, and 
has offered to give them naval 
protection. 

Mr. Galitsin, who accompa- 
nied Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister Vladimir Petrovsky on a 
visit to the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE), was asked how Moscow 
could call for an end to the 
Irau-Iraq war and continue to 
supply both sides with arms. 

‘The supply of arms is not the . 
main issue, because stopping sup- 
plies to both parties should be 
done by all parties,” he replied. 
“What is important is how to 
reach a solution to the conflict. 
There should be collective efforts 
to end the war.'* 

“Mr. Petrovsky has briefed 
Gulf Arab leaders on new prop- 


osals of Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev for international talks 
on ending the war and protecting 
Gulf shipping. 

Mr. Galitsin said Moscow had 
rejected a U.S. offer for super- 
power talks on the war. “We 
rejected a U.S. offer last summer 
to issue a joint statement on the 
Gulf and preferred that collective 
action be made,'’ be said. 

Mr. Petrovsky said Tuesday 
die superpowers were to take 
“joint steps" for ending the Gulf 
war within the framework of the 
United Nations. 

Without elaborating, Mr. Pet- 
rovsky hinted that these steps 
could indude an international 
disengagement force along the 
Iran-Iraq front lin«» and an arms 
embargo on both belligerents. 

Speaking at a press conference, 
be said Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev's proposal to convene 
a multinational conference on the 
protection of Gulf commercial 
shipping was “the only way to 
achieve stability in the region.” 

“Tbe proposal is directed to all 
countries ... it includes conduct- 


ing talks to reduce the 
presence in the region, " be said. 

Soviet diplomats explained that 
Mr. Petrovsky was alluding to 
reduction of the foreign naval 
presence in the Gulf. 

U.S., British, French and 
Soviet naval task forces patrol tbe 
Gulf waters in increasing num- 
bers as a result of the protracted 
war which has adversely affected 
c omm ercial shipping in the re- 
gion. 

“The Soviet Union is for en- 
ding this war,” be said. “Our 
proposals discussed during my 
tour with Gulf officials are within 
this framework.” 

He said his country was await- 
ing the response of other capitals 
to the proposals and was ready to 
discuss more details or listen to 
any recommendations in this re- 
spect. 

Mr. Petrovsky arrived in Abu 
Dhabi Sunday from Kuwait on 
the second leg of a Gulf tour 
designed to strengthen bilateral 
ties and discuss means of ending 
tiie Gulf war, which is now in its 
seventh year. 


Iran jails American for 10 
years on spying charges 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — A 
Tehran court sentenced Jon Pat- 
tis, a U.S. citizen, to 10 years 
imprisonment for spying, Tran’s 
official Islamic Republic News 
Agency (IRNA) reported 
Wedneday. 

Pattis, SO. was arrested in June 
1986 while working as a telecom- 
munications project engineer at 
the Asadabad Communications 
Centre 320 kilometres south west 
of Tehran. 

His arrest came after an Iraqi 
air raid knocked out Iran's com- 
munications with the outside 
world temporarily. 

In an interview broadcast by 
Iran's state television in October 
Pattis confessed to parts of seven 
different charges linked with 
spying activities and using a 
forged passport. 

pie Iranian news agency, 
which is monitored in Nicosia, 
did not say when Pattis* trial took 
place. 

Pattis' arrest was first disclosed 


by the Speaker of the Iranian 
Parliament, Ali-Akbar Hashemi 
Rafsanjani last July. 

He had been arrested in June. 
Pattis worked for the American 
firm. Cosmos Engineers, of 
Bethesda, Maryland as a tele- 
communications engineer. 

Pattis' sister, Ellen, said in the 
United States after his arrest that 
the Iran Telecommunications 
Agency had asked Cosmos to 
provide its American personnel 
working in Iran with non-Amer- 
ican passports. 

She said the agency was con- 
cerned Iranian immigration au- 
thorities would not grant entry- 
visas to Americans. 

In the television appearance last 
October Pattis confessed that be 
spied for the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA). 

He said he provided informa- 
tion on the Asadabad centre and 
a warning system which was sup- 
posed to protect it - against 
attacks. 


Iranian Mujahedeen rebels 
report killing 70 guards 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — 
Seventy Iranian Revolutionary 
Guards were killed in an ambush 
on a mountain road in north west 
Iran, it was reported Wednesday 
by the leading Iranian anti-gov- 
ernment under ground group. 

The Mujahedeen Khalq or 
people’s warriors, said in a state- 
ment the ambush took place on 
Sunday south of the town of 
Baneh, in the Kurdish-inhabited 
mountain region that straddles 
the Irani an-Iraqi border. 

A smouldering guerrilla war 
waged by turbaned Kurdish Pesh- 
merga, or “those who face 
death,” is heating up on both 
sides of the border. 

Implementing a carefully work- 
ed out ambush plan tbe guerrillas 
took iu> positions on top of Sur- 
khkook, the red mountain, and 
waited for a motorised column of 
Revolutionary Guards to drive 
past along a narrow twisting road, 
the statement said. • 

The column of 500 Revolution- 


ary Guards in a large number of 
vehicles, armed with an assort- 
ment of heavy and medium cali- 
ber weapons, was completely 
routed in the ambush, added the 
statement The guards are a spe- 
cial paramilitary force of mostly 
teenage youths fanatically loyal 
to Iran's patriarch, Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini. 


The statement was telexed to 
the Associated Press office in 
Nicosia from the Mujahedeen’s 
headquarters in the Iraqi capital, 
Baghdad. 

It said that at least 70 bodies 
were counted on the scene of the 
battle, while 45 more Revolution- 
ary Guards were wounded and 
large quantities of equipment 
were set ablaze and were totally 
destroyed. 

The guerrillas poured mortar, 
rocket-propelled grenade and 
heavy machinegnn fire on the 

columnforthreehours,witlKrat 
suffering' any casualties them- 
selves', die statement added.'

■KUWAIT (AP) — Kuwait's De- 
fence Minister Sheikh Salem A1 
Sabah, in an apparent allusion to 
Iranian threats, called on the 
armed forces Wednesday to be 
vigilant, vowing to repulse any 
attack on this Gulf state. 

“The circumstances ruling in 
the region necessitate that we 
remain vigilant and seriously car- 
ry out our duties,” the minister 
said at a ceremony at the Ahmad 
A1 Jaber Air Base. 

The ceremony honoured in- 
structors of a recently-g rad ua t ed 
group of pilots and air defence 
personnel. 

The minister stressed that the 
Kuwaiti government was doing its 
utmost “to repulse dangers facing 
Kuwait through political means 
and other methods." 

“But if a day comes (for milit- 
ary action), all of us as pilots and 
fighters of the armed forces, and 
as men, will defend tbe country 
regardless of sacrifices," he 
added. 

Sheikh Salem, as current chair- 
man of the 46-nation Organisa- 
tion of Islamic Conference, is 
leading efforts to mediate the 
negotiated ending of the Iran- 
Iraq war, now in its seventh year. 

Iran, which accuses Kuwait of 
supporting Iraq’s military effort, 
has concentrated on attacking 
tankers and other shipping associ- 
ated with Kuwait on the sidelines 
of the war affecting Gulf naviga- 
tion. 

“We are a state which harbours 
no enmity toward any one and 
extend onr hand of cooperation 
to all. But we will stubbornly 
defend our land and dignity 
against any aggression," Sheikh 
Salem said. 

Sheikh Salem’s remarks were 
made as Kuwait is engaged in 
consultations with Washington 
about raising die United States 
flag on its fleet of oil tankers. 

Kuwait last week chartered 
three Soviet-flag tankers, in an 
attempt to avert Iranian attacks. 

Meanwhile, the Arab Bar Fed- 
eration ended a four-day confer- 
ence here with calls on Arab 
states to “break off diplomatic 
and economic reTations w^ 
Iiam.. fo-pressiire.it into halting 
its aggression on Iraq." /.

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Let superpowers lead the way 


THE Soviet Uniou and the United States are both known to 
have offered to provide protection to international shipping in 
the Gulf region, and both superpowers are known to be 
maintaining naval presence off the shores of Iran and other 
Arab Gulf states. Both superpowers could be sincere in their 
attempt to stem attacks on commercial vessels visiting the Gulf, 
and the presence of their military force in the region could in 
fact corroborate that claim. Iran is known to have deployed 
missiles along its Gulf shores, and has been threatening free 
shipping and posing danger to Kuwait, the United Arab 
Emirates and littoral states. It should also be said that 
protecting sea lanes in international waters remains an 
international responsibility and the superpowers should not be 
left- to handle this task aO by themselves without support from 
other nations of the world. For this reason we strongly support 
a call by the Soviet Union to convene an international 
conference about protecting commercial shipping in the Gulf 
and discussing ways to end the Iran-Iraq war. There should not 
be any obstacles or difficulties in or ganising this conference 
since both superpowers have shown concern over the issue of 
Golf shipping and both have displayed desire to provide 
protection for free shipping. 

The Soviet Union made the proposal through its Deputy 
■ Foreign Minister Vladimir Petrovsky who is currently on a 
tour of the Gulf states. Mr. Petrovsky was propagating Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev’s ideas for which Moscow seems to 
have secured support from the Gulf countries. 

Since Iran adamantly refuses any talk about peace with Iraq 
and has turned down all bids by various organisations to end 
the conflict through negotiations, then the idea of an interna- 
tional conference could be a viable method for attempting a 
settlement, or at least a means for preventing the 616 -year-old 
conflict from spilling over to new zones or threatening 
commercial shipping vital not only for the Arabs but also for 
East and Western powers and the world at large. 

Since everything else has failed to date to bring an end to the 
war in the Gulf, it is only reasonable for world nations to give 
badting for the idea of an international conference and allow 
( the two superpowers fo lead the way for peace.

THE Jordanian-Palestinian relationship did not start with the 1985 
Feb. 11 agreement and therefore abrogating this agreement by the 
PLO does not mean an end to that relationship. That is the theme of 
the official Jordanian reaction to the PLO’s Algiers statement that 
contained the organisation’s decision of abrogation.

Al Dustour: Jordan adheres to the historic

IN true adherence to its positive and national stands, Jordan 
yesterday reacted to the PLO’s decision to abrogate the 1985 Feb. 11 
agreement with Jordan by announcing again that it will maintain the 
strongest possible ties with the Palestinian people. A statement in the 
wake of the PLO's Algiers decision said that Jordan will disregard 
any side issues and will continue to support the higher national rights 
of the Palestinian people and maintain the strong ties that bind the 
Jordanians and Palestinians together. The official statement said that 
the Feb. 11 agreement will continue to serve as a beacon, lighting the 
way for Jordan in all its endeavours on all fronts to achieve the 
liberation of the occupied Palestinian land and the restoration of the 
rights of the Palestinian people. For Jordan, the Feb. 11 agreement 
came as a joint Jordanian-Palestinian bid to pave the way for the 
PLO to take part in the proposed international peace conference. 
This agreement which was based on the Arab Fez summit resolutions 
served as an impetus for Jordan to maintain its support for the 
Palestinian people under Israeli rule. With or without the agreement 
Jordan will therefore move ahead with plans to try to convene the 
international conference and achieve a just and durable peace. 


Sawt Al Shaab: Jordan remains committed 


JORDAN maintains a unique relation with Palestine; and the PLO 
decision to abrogate the Feb. 11, 1985 agreement can by no means 
change this situation. The Jordanians and Palestinians actually form' 
one people through their geographical, historical unity and their joint 
aspirations -and destiny. This is a historic fact that has been 
reaffirmed by Jordan all the time, and has been the main concern for 
this country which has been continuing serious endeavours to 
convene an international conference for the sake of arriving at a 
lasting peace that would regain Arab rights and lands. When Jordan 
signed the agreement in 1985, its main target was to involve the PLO 
in the coming international conference in the light of the Arab 
League and Arab summit resolutions and principles.

11 agreement had been a joint endeavour based on the resolutions of 
the Fez Arab summit. Jordan will remain commited to the Palestine 
cause and to serving the Palestinian people, and will never hesitate to 
exercise its role. Therfore, Jordan will not allow the PLO abrogation 
decision to form any obstacle in the current endeavours for a just and 
durable settlement that can restore the rights of the Palestinian 
people. 
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Murphy outlines U.S. Mideast 


WASHINGTON — The United 
States is engaged in diplomatic 
efforts to help bring an end to the 
fran-Iraq war, Assistant Secret- 
ary of State Richard Murphy in- 
formed a congressional subcom- 
mittee. 

He told the House Subcommit- 
tee on Europe and the Middle 
East April 21 that within the next 
few weeks the Reagan Adminis- 
tration will receive an Arab 
League delegation in Washington 
to consider the Gulf war issue. 
And he expressed satisfaction 
with the Organisation of Islamic 
Conference, which committed it- 
self at its summit in Kuwait in 
January to a further mediation 
effort. 

“We wish it well,” said Mur- 
phy, who serves as assistant 
secretary for Near Eastern and 
South Asian affairs. 

He said that heeding President 
Reagan's statement in January — 
“the time to act on this dangerous 
and destructive war is now” — 
the United States has been striv- 
ing for a negotiated settlement 
through consultations at the Un- 
ited Nations and in a host of 
capitals; in Moscow during 
Secretary of State Shultz’s recent 
trip there; and in regional states 
whose “interests are immediately 
and profoundly at stake in this 
tragic and relentless war.” 

“This process is on-going, and 
we are committed to it,” Murphy 
stated. But he said he saw no sign 
that Iran is prepared to take part 
in negotiations to settle the war 
— “except oh its terms.” 

He assured the congressional 
panel that the United States seeks 
“no confrontation with Iran ... 
but there will be no substantial 
improvement in relations as long 
as Iran supports terrorism and 
seeks to undermine friendly gov- 
ernments in the Gulf.” 

Regarding other interests of 
the United States in the Middle 
East, he told the subcommittee 
they include ensuring the unim- 
peded flow of oil; guaranteeing 
Israel’s qualitative military edge; 
helping America’s Arab friends 
meet their defence needs and 
remain secure; and restricting 
Soviet influence. 

He called bilateral negotiations 
“the only practical vehicle for 
arriving at a comprehensive set- 
tlement" of the Arab-lsraeli con- 
frontation. At the same time, he 
said, the United States is sceptic- 
al about the prospects for success 
of an international conference on 
the Middle East. 

Touching on the Lebanon 
situation, Murphy voiced support 
for the United Nations Interi m 
Force in Lebanon (UNEFDL), 
calling it “an important element 
of stability in South Lebanon,” 
and for the United Nations Relief 
and Works Agency for Palestine 
Refugees in the Near East 
(UNRWA).

He was asked about the PNC 
meeting in Algiers. 

Among those attending the 
Algiers meeting is Mohammad 
Abbas, who is wanted in Italy and 
the United States as the alleged 
mastermind of the 1985 hijacking 
of the Italian cruise ship Achille 
Lauro. 

Mr. Kaddoumi, addresang the 
Palestine National Council 
(PNC), said the PLO was com- 
mitted to continuing dialogue 
with Jordan and establishing a 
framework for relations with the 
Kingdom in accordance with the 
resolutions of the 17th session of 
the PNC.

As the President noted in his 
statements of January and Febru- 
ary, the dangers inherent in the 
Iran-Iraq war are growing. Ten- 
sions and alarm have increased 
both as a result of fighting on the 
ground as well as continuing 
attacks on international shipping 
and on facilities of non-bellige- 
rent Arab Gulf states. The Ira- 
nian derision to test the Silkworm 
anti-ship missile in the Strait of 
Hormuz constitutes another 
rachetting up of pressures. While 
ground fighting is at a low ebb as 
we meet, Iran continues to 
threaten — and be posed to 
launch — additional offensives 


terests are immediately and pro- 
foundly at stake in this tragic and 
relentless war. This process is 
on-going; and we are committed 
to iL 

Within the next weeks, we ex- 
pect to receive a high-level Arab 
League delegation in Washington 
to discTss -this important issue. 
We welcome the visit as well as 
the efforts being made by other 
governments to take initiatives 
which will help, oyer time, to 
coordinate international efforts 
to end the war. We were also 
pleased to learn that the Orga- 
nisation of Islamic Conference in 
its late January summit in Kuwait 
committed itself to a further 
mediation effort. We wish it well. 

In the meantime, and in con- 
cert with our multilateral efforts, 
we are vigorously pursuing our 
Operation Staunch policy — the 
importance' of which the Presi- 
dent underscored in the February 
25 statement. The goal of Opera- 
tion Staunch most simply put is to 
deny Iran the military wherewith- 
al to continue to press this 
dangerous war. Impeding and 
complicating the flow of arms to 
Iran is an important, possibly 
critical, part of the overall effort 
to convince the I ranians of the 
futility of continuing this tragic 
war. 

Our Operation Staunch efforts 
have continued at a high pace. As 
instances of Western European, 
Latin American and East Asian 
firms doing arms business with 
Iran have been discovered, we 
have made strong and high-level 
approaches to the relevant gov- 
ernments, urging them to inter- 
vene to stop shipments of arms to 
Iran. Our efforts are working, 
though they have not prodnced a 
total cut-off aims from free world

tinted repeatedly that its defences 
are strong and capable. Perhaps 
most importantly I regret to re- 
port tbat we see no sign from the 
Iranian government tbat it is pre- 
pared to become engaged m a 
negotiated settlement of the war 
— except on its terms. 

The United States has critical 
intetests in the Persian Gulf as a 
region. These economic, political 
and strategic interests require 
what we are doing; firm action in 
support of our traditional friends, 
clear public declaration of our 
interests and views, active di- 
plomatic efforts to end the war 
and, over the longterm, willing- 
ness to re-establish a normal rela- 
tionship with Iran when its ac- 
tions make such a relationship 
possible. 


Since January we have been 
involved in a major diplomatic 
effort to explore ways in which 
the international community can 
take more effective action to 
bring a rapid end to the war. As 
the President urged in his January 
statement, “the time to act on 
this dangerous and destructive 
war is now.” We have initiated 
consultations in New York, under 
the umbrella of the U.N. Secret- 
ary General, as well as in capitals, 
about how the Security Council 
could play a more forceful role in 
encouraging the belligerents to 
seek a negotiated peace. Efforts 
to end the war through negotia- 
tion were discussed in Moscow 
during the Secretary’s recent trip. 
Further, we have urged regional 
states to contribute to this di- 
plomatic effort — as their in- 


sources. 

In recent weeks we have reaf- 
firmed to tiie moderate Arab 
states of the Gulf our commit- 
ment to help in their individual 
aud collective self-defence 
against external aggression, such 
as Ir anian attacks on facilities of 
non-belligerent states like Kuwait 
and the United Arab Emirates 
and on neutral international ship- 
ping in and near the strait of 
Hormuz. We share with these 
moderate Gulf states fun- 
damental interests -r- to ensure 
the free flow of oil, to restrict 
Soviet influence in the area, to 
prevent the spread of fun- 
damentalist radicalism aimed at 
undermining their political stabil- 
ity. These .countries want - and . 
expert to be the first line of 
defence for their oto interests. 
We concur that they should be. It 
is our responsibility to help en- 
sure they have the means to 
protect themselves. That is why 
the sale of U.S. military equip- 
ment to these countries to meet 
legitimate defensive needs is so 
important. We have closely con- 
sulted with this Committee and 
others in Congress on these 
prospective sales. We will not 
pursue sales that will reduce 
Israel's qualitative edge, but we 
must be a reliable supplier to 
these Gulf nations. 

Because of the importance we 
attach to freedom of navigation, 
our commitment to ensure the 
free flow of oil through the Strait 
of Hormuz and our dose rela- 
tions with the Gulf states, we are 
discussing with them the threat 
posed to neutral shipping by Ira- 
nian attacks. As part of these 
discussions, we are consulting 
with Kuwait about the registering 
of some of its oil tankers as U.S. 


ships transiting the Gulf. ■ 

We have conveyed our serious 
concern about the presence of 
Qunese-origin Silkworm missiles 
near the Strait of Hormuz to the 
government of Iran. Iran under- 
stands clearly our position on the 
threat which these anti-ship 
weapons have added to an 
already unstable situation. We 
are urging other nations, more 
dependent than we on Gulf oil, to 
make their concerns known to the 
Ir anians . The stakes are too high 
for international passivity in this 
regard. 

While we will meet our com- 
mitments in the Gulf to the prin- 
ciple of freedom of navigation, to 
ensure the free flow of ofl and to 
help our friends meet their legiti- 
mate defence needs, we seek no 
confrontation with Iran. We are 
making sure Iran understands our 
views and co mmi tments since we 
believe, such clarity serves as a 
deterrent and helps prevent Ira- 
nian actions based on miscalcula- 
tions. We would welcome better 
relations. We would be prepared 
to consider responding to any 
authoritative message from Iran, 
but there will be no substantial 
improvement in relations as long 
as Iran supports terrorism and 
seeks to undermine friendly gov- 
ernments in -the Gulf. 


Minister Shamir’s Washington 
visit in February. President 
Reagan and Secretary Shultz 
reiteratedour strong commitment 
to adtieymg progress toward a 
peace settlement, and Prime 
Minister Shamir agreed that we 
most continue the search for a 
way to get to direct negotiations 
while expressug his dear opposi- 
tion to an international confer-' 
ence. We remain engaged with 
Israeli leaders to help resolve 
their differences with Jordan over 
the way to bilateral, face-to-face 
negotiations. 

: The peace process was also an 
important component of our dis- 
cussions with Jordan's Prime 
Minister - Zaid Rifai. -Among 
other, issues,, we considered the 
question of an international con- 
ference in some detafl. Mr: Rifai 
underlined Jordan's long-held 
view that bilateral negotiations 
must occur in the context of an 
international conference, one 
that includes, both tiie regional 
parties and tiie permanent mem- 
bers of the United Nations Secur- 
ity Council. Our discussions with 
Mr. Rifai were positive in tone 
and conducted in a problem -solv- 
ing spirit. Procedural issues were 
discussed in greater detail than 
heretofore, indicating a serious 
commitment to making progress. 

All the parties in the Middle 
East see dangers in inactivity and 
believe further progress can be 
achieved in moving toward nego- 
tiations. As we have seen again 
over the past two weeks, the 
status quo exacts a tragic human 
toll on both Israelis and Palesti- 
nians. In recent months, a num- 
ber of Palestinians, indndmg stu- 
dents, have been killed and 
wounded in confrontations with 
Israeli forces. During the same 
period, Israeli civilians have been 
killed and wounded in arts of 
violence, by Palestinians. Strin- 
gent Israeli 'security measures 
may temporarily reduce the 
casualties. But such measures 
tend to increase resentment that 
can lead to mom violence and 
raise serious questions regarding

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the renaissance of a Renaissance 

Child Development Centre proposed for Florence 
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THE period of the Renaissance 
(roughly, from the. 14th-17th 
centuries) in Italy marks a water- 
shed in the. history of human 
achievement. As its name indi- 
cates, the Renaissance was a time 
.of rebirth — follo wing centuries 
of wbat have, been called the 
“Dark Aces” — a time which has 
influenced the thought «iH course 
of Western civilisation up to the 
present day. * 

It was not only painting and 
sculpture which found new life 
during this period. Just about 
every field of human endeavour 
and concern was touched by the 
vigorous revival 

Thus it should come as no 
surprise that from the Renaiss- 
ance emerged an ethic and a 
method of caring for destitute 
children, so surprising in mod- 
ernity, in fact that they can still 
inform and guide us in our pre- 
s ent ag o. Given the recent agree- 
ments signed by the g overnment 
of Italy and UNICEF, this legacy 
of child care from the Renaiss- 
ance is on its way to acquiring 
global dimensions. 

In the city of Florence, five 
centuries ago an epicenter of the 
awakening, a Child Development 
Centre will be opening. Funded 
by the government of Italy, the 
Centre’s functions and activities 
are still in the planning stages, 
but it is envisioned that it will 
provide a focus for international 
efforts to promote child develop- 
ment. It will be the hub of a 
whole array of struggles to plan 
and mobilise action for children, 
to communicate and stimulate 
endeavours to nurture and pro- 
tect them — in short, a centre of 
learning, exchange and ad 
for children, the first of its!

Yet what will make fthe GhflH 
Development Centre k special 
place from the outset is dp build- 
ing it will occupy, given as a rift 
by the Italian government to UN- 
ICEF.

lates roughly as Hospital of the presently proud age. Records of 
Innocents, roughly because the every child that passed through 
word “hospital" must be under- its doors still exist today. They 
stood in a now an&afc sense — as tell us that Agatha Smeralda was 


the first baby admitted on Friday, 
February 5, 1445 A.D., at 1:00 
p.m. 

The Spedale was one of the 
first institutions built to care for 
abandoned children, and it had 
the enlightened objective of mak- 
ing sure that these children, de- 
serted “against the law of human 
nature”, became productive 
citizens of Florentine society. Hie 
Spedale was built in a central 
location, and the majority of chil- 


dren were given out in the care of 
surrogate mothers. Women from 
the dry and the countryside were 
paid modest salaries for their 
service as wet-nurses and guar- 
dians, as were servants of weal- 
thier families. 

Each child was provided with a 
sealed tin case containing the 
record of his or her birth, health 
and growth and other relevant 
information. Legal adoption was 
encouraged, but in the majority of 


cases, children were placed temp- 
orarily in foster homes and retu- 
rned to the Spedale at the age of 
seven. Boys were given a basic 
education and placed in one of 
the many artisan workshops in 
the dty. Girls worked principally 
for the Guild of Stlkmakers. 
While many stayed on in the 
service of the Spedale, others 
became nons or married with 
dowries provided by the institu- 
tion. 

The Spedale. from the very 
beginning, was equipped with an 
infirmary and a pharmacy under 
the direction of a doctor, and in 
the wake of a smallpox epidemic 
in the 18th century, began experi- 
mentation on a vaccine. This led, 
in 1822, to the founding of the 
Insdtuto Vacdnogeoo Toscano 
within the complex which began 
supplying the provinces of Tus- 
cany with vaccine. 

It is illuminating to consider 
the legacy of the Spedale degli 
Innocent] in light of the efforts 
UNICEF is currently making on 
behalf of children. There is a 
curious confluence in the ethic of 
caring for children, and the 
methods thereof, practiced by the 
two institutions. The Spedale had 
its wetnurses, its tin box of health 
records, its attempts at vaccina- 
tions; UNICEF promotes breast- 
feeding. growth monitoring, and 
immunisation as the fun- 
damentals of child-care. 

Perhaps it is no coincidence 
that after five centuries, the man- 
tle of an enlightened idea born in 
the Renaissance is being passed 
to UNICEF, the embodiment of 
the same idea in a more modern 
and international guise — Action 
For Children. 


Business Week 
wages long and 
costly fight to 
stay on top

** YORK — . A long and 
-qpstljr jampaku. to, remain ,&e 
ntmberone; IT business maga- 
zine isBrialty beginning to pay off 
for Business Week. 

Long considered unchallenge- 
able, the venerable magazine, 
first published in 1929, has spent 
much of toe past four years feud- 
ing off raids on its coveted base rtf 
readers and advertisers by its two 
chief rivals, Forbes and Fortune. 

But industry analysts credit 
Business Week, the crown jewel 
of McGraw-Hill Inc’s publishing 
group, for moving aggressively 
since mid- 1983 to counter the 
competition. 

It redesigned its layout, greatly 
expanded its staff,- hired a new 
publisher and editor-in-drief, and 
launched a new advertising cazn- 
pajign aimed directly at Forbes 
and Fortune. 

The countermeasures, analysts 
say, are getting results,. 

"Newsstand sales were up 35 
per cent in the second half of 
1986,” said J. Kendrick Noble, 
who follows file publishing in- 
dustry for Painewebber group- 

He said there had been a no- 
ticeable turnaround in the last six 
months. Business Week’s North 
American circulation base will 
rise to 810,000 from 790,000 on 
May 1, when it will boost its 
advertising rates by two per cent. 
Its worldwide circulation is 
910,000. 

At Forties, the creation of mil- 
lionaire publisher Malcolm S. 
Forbes, circulation is 720,000, 
while Fortune, published by Time 
Inc, has 725,000 subscribers worl- 
dwide. 

Business Week’s resurgence 
cosies after a long period in 
which it floundered. 

The ma g azi ne has long led all 
business journals in advertising 
revenues and it ranks sixth among 
all U.S. magazines. Bat its share 
of total ad dollars relative to 
Forbes and Fortune has fallen 
steadily since 1982. 

Moreover, it has been out- 
paced in revenue growth by these 
publications. In fife past four 
years, ad dollars have soared 78 
per cent at Forbes and 45 per cent 
at Fortune, compared wim 24 per 
cent at Business Week. 

Analysts say fife decline by 
Business Week was inevitable. 

“Business Week was so big that 
it had no place to go but down,” 
said ' Edward J Atorino of Smith 
Barney, Hams Upham. H e said 
its troubles stemmed partly from 
the downturn in advertising out- 
lays that accompanied the stump 
in capital spending by U.S. cor- 
porations.

The cover was redesigned in 
file style of the popular weekly 
news magazines. Four-colour pic- 
tures and snazzy graphics were 
added.

The result looked less like the 
fortnighdies Forbes and Fortune, 
which had always been targe tied 
at investors, and more like news- 
weeklies Time and Newsweek. 

New bureaus were opened in 
the United States and abroad, 
editorial and marketing staffs 
were beefed up and a new com- 
puter system was installed to 
allow tor faster coverage of 
breaking news. 

"We have made a much better 
magazine," said Stephen B. She- 
pard, who took over as editor-in- 
chief in 1984. “We have a maga- 
zine that captures the excitement 
Df business.” 

“The magazine has really im- 
proved," agreed Painewebber 
analyst Noble. He added: 
“McGraw-Hill has pumped a lot 
of money into Business Week. It

The group's 
operating margin dipped to 13 
per cent last year, from 15 per 
cent in 1985. 

Operating revenues rose just 
1.7 per cent, to $318.2 million, 
doe mainly to an indnstxy-wide 
slump in advertising. 

But McGraw-Hill believes the 
money has been well spent, said 
Patten. The parent has been “ex- 
tremely supportive” of the expen- 
sive improvement campaign, 
which has helped make Business 
Week "the hottest book in 
town,” he said, 

Patten told Reuters the invest- 
ment has begun to show a return. 
Business Week's share of Ad 
da&an has dimbed three percen- 
tage points, since January 1 and 
fiie pending increase tn ad rates 
would further boost revenues. 

Patten said advertising had 
picked up in the last four or five 
months awl that 1988 promised to 
be strong year, mainly due to the 
Olympics and file U.S. national 
elections. 

A key to Business Week’s suc- 
cess, analysts said, has been its 
ability to expand its advertising 
base by broadening its read- 
ership.

But she was never 
able to completely lock herself in 
the ivory tower. 

She has learned swiftly switch 
roles from student to actress to 
model to marketing princess, the- 
role she was cast in while in 
Chicago.

Numbers that tell 

FOR a high sum of money, and after two years of hard work and 
the involvement of a large number of foreign experts, the 
department responsible for assigning street numbers In the dttes 
and the tillages, produced a very complicated numbering system 
for the nuu'or dfies. The system set up in Amman, Zarqa and lrbid 
is so complicated that only a computer can decipher ft- The 
□ambers carry five different codes: the □ amber of the house, rife 
number of the street, the number of the dty, the number of the 
district and, finally, letters for the name of fife street. Those who 
have had their houses already numbered, I am sure, are never able 
to memorise their plate. 

But now all is wen. After aQ that time, and after all that work, 
the department has realised that the system is not working and that 
it is so complicated that even the employees of the department have 
not been able to figure it out after two years. So, a new system will 
now be applied, a simple and logical one. The plates will now carry 
only two codes, one for the street and one for the house. Was this so 
complicated that it couldn’t have been thought of before? The 
rumour is that it is the same experts who proposed the first 
complicated system who came up with the new one. 

However, the most important thing about this is that our dream 
might soon come true. Imagine being able to get in a taxi and tefl 
the driver: “MuUnabi Street, No. 30 please," and that the driver 
would know what you were talking about. Imagine that you would 
no longer have to know who are your neighbours in order to be 
able to tell someone your address, and that all the "near this..., 
near that ..." staff would not be necessary anymore. 

Pity we bad to lose so much time and money in the process. 


Saudi capital pampers 
diplomats in man-made oasis

RIYADH — Under the shade of 
eucalyptus and palm trees, within 
sound of waves breaking on an 
artificial beach, foreign diplomats 
in Saudi Arabia are settling into 
new homes in a man-made oasis 
overlooking the capital. 

“The location is like paradise,” 
says a poster advertising a res- 
taurant in the new diplomatic 
quarter, home now to 21 embas- 
sies and where half the country’s 
80 missions are expected to move 
by 1989. 

The government spent 2.5 bil- 
lion riyals ($667 million) on the 
project, which marks the cul- 
mination of Riyadh’s transforma- 
tion from an austere, isolated 
desert outpost to a national 
capital. 

The Red Sea port of Jeddah 
900 kilometres away hosted all 
the diplomatic corps from the 
formation of the Saudi kingdom 
in 1932 until 1984, when the 
foreign ministry finally took its 
place with other government 
bodies in Riyadh. 

The target population for the 
diplomatic quarter, with a stun- 
ning modern palace, shopping 
arcades, lawns and garden paths 
lined with roses and jasmine, is 
22,000, half of them Saudi 
nationals. 

“The goal (of the diplomatic 
quarter project) was to complete 
and consolidate the city of 
Riyadh as the capital of the king- 
dom," said Mohammed A1 
Sheikh . president of the Riyadh 
Development Authority that 
oversaw the quarter's construc- 
tion. 

Riyadh is now a sprawling 
modem dty of giant ministry 
complexes, palaces, commercial 
centres and boulevards. 

A construction explosion fol- 
lowing the oil boom — when the 
population shot from 350,000 in 
1970 to an estimated 1.5 million 
in 1982 — has now largely ended. 

“Our first priority was to en- 
sure services to the dtizen like 
electridty, water, sewers, tele- 
phones, housing, roads and 
schools — and these have now 
been provided,” Riyadh Gov- 
ernor Prince Salman Ibn Abdula- 
ziz told Reuters. 

Massive new campuses for the 
King Saud and Imam Mohammed 
Bin Saud Islamic universities 
have taken shape outside the dty 
toward a vast new airport. 


Officials say the priority is to 
consolidate and manage what has 
been built and improve the quali- 
ty of life through cultural, re- 
creational and historical pre- 
servation projects. “There will be 
no more expansion." said Sheikh. 

As it is, Riyadh has thousands 
of empty offices, flats and villas 
built daring the oil boom when 
developers and city planners 
overestimated demand.. 

Downtown, much older houses 
of mud and brick are being res- 
tored. “Old houses are pan of 
our heritage which is being pre- 
served," says Prince Salman, a 
brother of King Fahd. 

A $170 million projecr to rede- 
velop the bustling historical cen- 
tre includes restoration of the 
grand mosque, a cultural com- 
plex, reconstruction of the dty 
walls and gates and the Justice 
Palace where Saudi rulers from 
the 19th century onwards used to 
hold court. 

Cars will be banned from the 
narrow streets there, now packed 
with vendors selling Japanese 
electronic goods, clothes from 
Hong Kong and Indian spices. 

Other projects include 
Riyadh’s first major public park, 
with separate areas for families 
and single men, on the site of the 
old airpot, now partially con- 
verted to an air force base from 
where the roar of military jets 
shakes the dty. 

Saudi Arabia's strict inter- 
pretation of Islam forbids mixing 
of the sexes, dnemas, public 
musical events, women driving 
and consumption of alcohol. 

Mutawa’, religious police with 
powers of dvilian arrest, ensure 
that shops shutter during prayer 
time and women are modestly 
dressed. 

Even in the diplomatic quarter 
— a popular picnic spot on Fri- 
days, the Muslim day of rest — 
men and women have to use 
swimming pools on separate days 
of the week. The largest of four 
pools has an artificial wave 
machine splashing surf onto a 
tiled beach. 

“With the exception of what 
happens within the sovereign 
area of embassies which is gov- 
erned by international protocol, 
the diplomatic quarter is pan of 
the dty and all its rules, regula- 
tions and traditions apply," said 
Sheikh. 

But police checking drivers for 
alcohol stop only cars with non- 
diplomatic plates.

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Edberg joins Becker, 
Nystrom in defeat 


MONTE CARLO (R) — Second 
seed Stefan Edberg followed top- 
seeded Boris Becker and defend- 
ing champion Joakim Nystrom 
out of the Monte Carlo Open 
tennis tournament Wednesday 
when he bowed 2-6 , 6-1, 6-4 to 
felioW-Swede Ulf Stenland. 

Edberg, who collected his 
fourth title of the year in the 
Japan Open last weekend, was 
toppled in the second round like 
Becker and Nystrom Tuesday 
after a bye in the first round. 

A punishing globe-trotting 
schedule took its inevitable toll 
on Edberg, the world number 
three who has played in three 
continents this month and leads 
the Grand Prix standings. 

Compatriot Jonas Svensson, 
seeded 11th, fell earlier 6-2, 6-0 
to Andrei Chesnokov of the 
Soviet Union. 

Becker was beaten 6-3, 6-3 by 
American Jimmy Arias after Nys- 
trom, the eighth seed, had lost 


0-6, 6-3, 7-6 to Austrian Thomas 
Muster. 

Argentine veteran Gmllenno 
Vilas took his place in the last 16, 
beating American Eliot Teltscher 
7-5, 6-3 after losing the first five 
games. 

Stenlimd fought back against 
Edberg after chopping the first 
set and became increasingly 

dominant. 

Edberg broke Stenl nod's ser- 
vice three tunes in the first set, 
but he was broken at the start of 
the second and lapsed increasing- 
ly into error. 

Stenlund, 32nd in the world 
rankings, hit fine winners with Ids 
double-fisted backhand as the nn- 
customarily inaccurate Edberg i 
knocked shots into the net ana 
oat of court 

Edberg clawed his way from 
5-2 to >4 in the final set but 
dropped his serve on the third 
match point. Stenlund next meets 
West German Tore Meinecke.

Striker Beardsley 
out of English 
national squad 

LONDON (AP) — England 
striker Peter Beardsley, who tore 
a hamstring last week while play- 
ing for his dub, Newcastle Un- 
ited, was omitted from the 
national squad to play Turkey in 
a European Soccer Cham- 
pionship qualifying match on 
April 29. 

“He is a rare commodity and 
hard to replace,” said England 
team boss, Bobby Robson. 

“He’s that rare sort of player 
who, whatever is happening at his 
dub, can perform at international 
level.” 

Beardsley's partnership with 
Gary Lineker, which blossomed 
during last summer’s World Cup 
finals in Mexico, has become one 
of the most settled England strike 
forces for several years. 

His absence from the match in 
Izmir opens the door for Give 
Allen , the First Division’s leading 
mark sman with 47 goals, to stake 
his claim . 

Because of the successful 
Beardsley-Lineker combination 
that has seen England go to the 
top of Group 4 in the European ' 
campaign, Allen has not yet had a 
chance to resume his internation- 
al career. 

The Tottenham Hotspur strik- 
er last played for England three 
years ago but then suffered a 
number of injuries and was not 
fully fit again until the current 
season. 

Robson said he was nervous 
about pairing Allen with Lineker 
because of their similarities. 

“Until I try I don’t know the 
answer,” be said. “What I have 
to do is ask myself do I try it. The 
decision has to be based on my 
gut reaction to whether it will be 
the light combinatin or not”

Japan securities firms 
report huge earnings 
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TOKYO (R) — Japanese manu- 
facturers may be suffering from 
the impact of the strong yen, but 
a relentlessly bullish stock market 
is giving a huge boost to securities 
houses' profits, industry analysts 
said Wednesday. 

And prospects are excellent 
that earnings will keep climbing 
as long as low interest rates, a 
sluggish economy and a weaken- 
ing dollar continue to lure 
Japanese investors to the domes- 
tic equities market, they said. 

“Things are very rosy and are 
likely to stay that way,” said Mr. 
Brian Waterhouse, analyst at 
brokerage James Capel and Co. 

Japan's biggest brokerage, 
Nomura Securities, Wednesday 
announced net profits of 111.58 
billion yen ($786 million) for the 
half-year ended March 31, a 90 
per cent rise from the same 
period last year. 

The other leading brokerages 
also reported huge gains. Daiwa 
Securities profits jumped 67 per 
cent to 69.54 billion yen ($490 
million), Yamaichi Securities 105 
per cent to 57.68 billion ($406 
million) and Nikko Securities 85 
per cent to 58.66 billion ($413 
million). 

A key factor in the huge profits 
is the vast turnover of shares on 
the stock exchanges, which brings 
in a steady cash flow from still- 
regulated commissions on buy 
and sell orders, die analysts said. 

Volume on the Tokyo Stock 
Exchange is averaging close to a 
billion shares a day, about twice 
as much as last year. The market 
average rose 211.69 points 
Wednesday to a record dosing 
high of 24,097.79 on turnover of 
2.4 billion shares. 

Securities houses are likely to 
turn in equally strong perform- 
ances for the full year unless 
volatile interest rates and foreign 
currency exchange rates stabilise, 
the analysts said. 

“The performance of the 
brokerages reflects the investors' 


view of the market as a whole. 
The critical issues are the dollar/ 
yen movements and the interest 
rates,” Mr. Waterhouse said. 

Worries about currency fluc- 
tuations. are frightening Japanese 
institutions away from doallar- 
rie no min ated U.S. bonds and low 
interest rates here make stock 
market capital gains especially 
attractive, they said. 

But some analysts said a few 
douds may be looming on the 
securities houses' horizon. 

Any future deregulation of 
commission rates, which has hap- 
pened in the United States and 
Britain, could seriously deflate 
earnings, said Kleinwort Benson 
analyst Simon Smithson. 

“There’s no reason to suppose 
the Japanese experience would be 
any different from the British or 
American experience. For a brief 
period at any rate there would be 
some very severe squeezing of 
profits,” Mr. Smithson said. 

But a repeat of London's Big 
Bang, which liberalised commis- 
sions drastically and suddenly, is 
unlikely in Tokyo since the fi- 
nance ministry wants to prevent 
any serious damage to smaller 
brokerages, analysts said. 

The securities houses' huge 
profits could also give ammuni- 
tion to their would-be rivals, 
Japanese banks, who are cla- 
mouring to be allowed more 
direct partidpation in the secur- 
ities business, analysts said. 

And the United States and 
Britain are certain to maintain 
intense pressure for more seats 
for foreign firms on the Tokyo 
Stock Exchange, they said. 

A Tokyo Stock Exchange offi- 
cial said Wednesday the exchange 
could move to increase the num- 
ber of seats before the end of this 
year. 

But limits on space and compu- 
ter capadty would stop any new 
members actually trading until 
May 1988, he said.

AMF lending drops 


ABU DHABI (R) — Arab 
Monetary Fund (AMF) loans for 
balance of payments support to 
Arab countries fell by one-third 
last year over 1985, the fund said. 

Its apnnal report said most of 
the 21 members bad still not paid 
contributions to a capital increase 
agreed in 1985 and three of them 
— Sudan, Somalia and Iraq — 
were in arrears on loan repay- 
ments. 

The AMF said the main reason 
for the drop is lending was a large 
single loan to Iraq in 1985. Loans 
fell to 34 million Arab Account- 
ing Dinars (AADs) ($132 mil- 
lion) from 51 million AADs ($198 
million) in 1985. 

Beneficiaries last year were 
Jordan, Tunisia, Syria, Morocco, 
Mauri tania and North Yemen. 

The fund noted lending during 
the last three years had slumped 
below die 1983 peak of 84.7 
million AADs and blamed four 
factors: The attainment by some 
countries of their lending limits, 
the non-payment of capital com- 
mitments, a halt in lending to 
those in arrears and limits on 
short-term loans. 

Unpaid dues including interest 
totalled 49 million AADs ($190 


million), or 16 per cent of paid-up 
capital. Sudan owed 60 per cent 
of the amount. 

The fund said only two coun- 
tries — Saudi Arabia and North 
Yemen — had paid their 1986 
contributions to the capital in- 
crease. Paid-up capita] at the end 
of 1986 should have been 467.2 
million' AADs ($1.8 billion) but 
in fact amounted to 312.8 milli on 
AADs ($1.2 billion). 

Paid-up capital at the end of 
1985 was 295.4 milHon AADs 
($1.1 billion). 

Sources close to the fund said 
Saudi Arabia bad requested the 
withdrawal of its 1986 payment 
of 10.4 million AADs ($40 mil- 
lion) because other countries had 
not paid. 

Assets rose to 402.9 million 
AADs ($1.6 billion) from 365.5 
million AADs ($1.4 billion) at 
end-1985. 

The A bn Dhabi-based fund 
was formed in 1977 by Arab 
states and the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation to provide ba- 
lance of payments support to 
poorer Arab countries along the 
lines of the International Monet- 
ary Fund. 


Wall Street stocks soar 


NEW YORK (R) — Wall Street 
soared to a 66.47-point gain on 
the Dow Jones industrial average 
Wednesday, its second best one- 
day leap ever, after a sharp recov- 
ery in the bond market launched 
it out of morning tailspin. 

The surge followed a similar 
recovery in government bonds 
linked to a more stable U.S. 
dollar. 

The Dow Jones average 
jumped 66.47 points to 2,337.07 
— a recovery of 90 points from 
the day’s low of about 2,246. 

In terms of a one-day points 
gain it was a performance bet- 
tered only by the 69. 89-point rise 
on April 3. 

Analysts said stronger corpo- 
rate earnings and signs of a com- 
puter industry rebound lent sup- 
port to the market. 

A jump in credit market in- 
terest rates over the past month 
bad kept pressure on stocks re- 
cently, but with rates easing dur- 
ing the day, investors began pour- 
ing their idle cash back into the 
market in hopes of a recovery. 

‘'This is a wild rally,” ex- 
claimed trader John Burnett of 
DU Securities. “The enthusiasm

;lows.” | 

In the broader market. New 
York Stock Exchange advances 
led declines by a relatively mod- 
est 984 to 632 margin, indicating 
that the biggest gains were made 
in the blue chip sector. But the 
breadth'showed a strong recovery 
from the earlier five-to-one edge 
held by decliners. 

The average stock price gained 
a hefty 85 cents. 

New York Stock Exchange 
volume jumped to 191,340,000 
from the five-week low of 
139,070,000 posted the day be- 
fore. 

“The major element behind 
this turnaround, is the even more 
dramatic turnaround in bond 
prices," said analyst Michael 
Metz of Oppenheimer and Co. 

After plunging by nearly two 


points in the morning, the ben- 
chmark 30-year government bond 
ended with a gain of more than a 
half-point. The interest rate paid 
on the bond, which is inverse to 
its price, slipped to about 8.3 per 
cent after initially jumping to 
over 8.5 per cent. 

But the day’s decline in rates 
erased stock market fears for just 
long enough to attract bargain 
hunters and computer-guided buy 
programmes, which are massive 
purchases of stocks linked to the 
stock futures and options. 

Stocks have closely tracked the 
action in bonds, which fell some 
10 per cent in value over the past 
month. The stock market also fell 
from its April 6 peak of 2,045.54, 
retracing more than 125 points. 

“What investors saw,” Mr. 
Metz said, “is that maybe bonds 
have found the low end of their 
trading range for some time, and 
that temporarily soothed the mar- 
ket’s concerns about interest 
rates and inflation.”

LONDON (R) — Gold and silver 
prices slipped in Europe Wednes- 
day as investors sold bullion to 
take profits, bat dealers said bote 
metal’s futures remained bright 
as long as uncertainty ruled on 
international financial markets. 

Turbulence on tee world’s 
stock and currency markets in 
recent weeks sent investors 
rushing into bullion as a safe 
haven of wealth, dealers said, 
adding it was inevitable that some 
would seek quick profits as prices 
surged. 

The price of gold bullion was 
fixed in London at 5446.80 an 
ounce Wednesday morning, 
down on Tuesday night’s dose of 
$450.50 and Monday morning’s 
fix of $454.30 — its highest since 
Feb. 25, 1983. 

Wednesday’s flurry of gold 
sales was spurred on by an adv- 
ance in tee value of the dollar 
which rose one pfennig against 


the West German mark from 
Tuesday, dealers said. 

The price of gold, quoted inter- 
nationally in dollars, usually dips 
if the dollar rises in value against 
major currencies. The reverse is 
normally true if the U.S. currency 
shows signs of weakness. 

Dealers forecast that gold 
would trade in a range of $450 to 
$475 an ounce by tee year’s end, 
some saw it higher. Few reckoned 
it could hit its previous high of 
$850 an ounce — set in January, 
1980 — unless there were excep- 
tional conditions. 

On Wednesday gold had 
opened only slightly down at 
$449.50 with selling from traders 
initially countered by a spate of 
buying orders placed by specula- 
tors. 

Speculators later turned to sel- 
lers however and prices eased to a 
low of around $446.00 before 


session. They said players had 
difficulty trading gold far above 
$450. 

The dollar strengthened in- 
Europe Wednesday, trading at 
noon around 1.82 marks, more 
than a pfennig up on Tuesday’s 
close in Frankfurt, and in a range 
of 142.10 to 142.85 Japanese yen, 
also slightly up on Tuesday. 

A strike by about 24,000 black 
miners at two mines in South 
Africa belonging to Johannesburg 
Consolidated Investment Co.

Dealers said there appeared no 
immediate threat to silver sup- 
plies because of the announce- 
ment from Peru, the world’s 
second biggest supplier after 
Mexico. 

A senior state official said in 
Lima teat tee freeze on new silver 
marketing contracts would not 
affect existing agreements be- 
tween private firms and their 
foreign clients.

World Bank suggests more open economy for India 


NEW DELHI (R) — Hie World 
Bank has suggested India should 
move to a -more open economy by 
gradually removing government 
controls on the domestic industry 
and adopt a liberal external trade 
regime with .reduced levels of 
import protection. 

A confidential “executive sum- 
mary” of a draft bank report on 
the , Indian economy outlined 
greater economic liberalisv as 
tee keystone to boost exports by 
making teem more competitive. 

The report made available to 
Reuters said a sluggish export 
growth in recent years had contri- 
buted to a widening trade defidt 
and strained India's balance of 
payments position. 

A large trade defidt would make 
it increasingly hard for India to 
raise commercial loans in future to 
supplement a declining concession- 
al foreign aid, it said. 

The reforms proposed by tee 


bank would bring in domestic

world prices and .introduce a 
gaiaterdegree of import competi- 
tion and export rivalry than the. 
nation had ever seen, it said. 

Liberal imports of capital 
goods would help modernise the 
economy and expose Indian pro- 
ducers to foreign competition, it 
said.

“The greatest beneficiaries 
from a more open economy will 
be the mass of Indian consumers 
who would begin to get better 
quality goods at lower cost,” it

U.S. general: Congress 
strangling Star Wars 


WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. Air 
Force Lieutenant General James 
Abrahamson has accused Con- 
gress of strangling “Star Wars” 
with budget cuts, but said an 
initial U.S. space-based defence 
against Soviet missiles could be 
deployed by the mid-1990s. 

‘They are strangling the prog- 
ramme," Gen. Abrahamson said 
two weeks after the house passed 
a 1988 budget which slashed Pres- 
ident Reagan’s Strategic Defence ' 
Initiative (SDI) research request 
from S5.2 billion to 3.5 billion. 

The Senate has not yet 
approved its version of the 
budget, but Gen. Abrahamson 
cautioned that research could fall 
further behind if Congress con- 
tinued to make sharp cuts based 
on technical and otter questions 
raised about SDI. 

Gen. Abrahamson is the direc- 
tor of SDI, commonly called Star 
Wars, and he spoke with repor- 
ters as the Pentagon sent its 
ann ual report on the programme 
to Congress. 

He told a news conference that 
no decision had been made on 
deployment of Star Wars, but he 
agreed with Defence Department 
projections that initial deploy- 
ment could come as early as die 
mid-1990s. 

Pressed to predict what the first 
phase of a U.S. missile defence 
system cost, Gen. Abrahamson 
said many estimates he had seen 
were too high. He repealed fi- 
gures offered to Congress two 
weeks ago. 

“My feeling (is) on the order of 
$40 billion to $60 billion. That is a 
partial phase, not a complete 
effort,” he said, adding that later 
defensive layers of lasers and 
atomic particle weapons each 
could cost as much as the first 
phase. 

In its report to Congress, the 
Pentagon said budge! cuts have 
already caused delays of up to 
two years in some phases of SDI 
research. 


“Budget reductions have 
caused some parts of the prog- 
ramme to slip one to two years 
and if continued, will create an 
imbalance in funding,” the report 
said. 

“Reduced funding has de- 
creased technical options for 
strategic defence capabilities in 
tile 1990s.” it said, adding that 
research on weapons — including 
rocket-powered projectiles, las- 
ers ana atomic partide beams — 
would be speeded up if Mr. 
Reagan's full 1988 budget is 
approved. 

Both Democratic and Republi- 
can lawmakers bave predicted 
that SDI cuts will be made for the 
third year in a row by a Congress 
faced with pressure to cut federal 
budget defidts. 

Gen. Abrahamson said the fin- 
al scope of any multi-layered 
SDI defence could be reduced if 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States reached agreements for 
major cuts in nuclear weapons, 
including intercontinental mis- 
siles. 

Despite budget cuts, the Penta- 
gon report said, “the technologic- 
al progress that has been made on . 
the SDI research programme 
over the past three years has 
advanced at an unexpectedly fast 
pace, and is still accelerating. 

“Tins progress has enabled ns 
to examine concrete, working 
hypotheses about the type of de- 
fence options that may be avail- 
able in the early to mid-1990s.” 

It said a first development 
phase in that time period could 
use a system composed of small, 
rocket-powered projectiles 
mounted both on orbiting space 
platforms and on the ground to 
hit Soviet missiles in the liftoff 
stage or destroy them in mid- 
course. 

Two later phases of SDI might 
include laseis and concentrated 
beams of atomic particles to bum 
up Soviet missiles and nuclear 
warheads in all phases of flight. 


U.S. delays Discovery 
launch date for tests 


COCO BEACH, Florida (R) — 
U.S. space agency officials have 
said the tentative date for re- 
sumption of the manned space 
programme has been set back' 
several weeks to allow for further 
tests. 

In announcements here and in 
Washington, officials of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) said the 
launch of the shuttle Discovery, 
tentatively scheduled for Feb. 18, 
1988, has been postponed until at 
least April i. 

The delay results from a deci- 
sion to conduct firing tests of 


Discovery's main engine and a 
“wet countdown” which entails 
fuelling the shuttle's external 
tank, uj the past, such basic tests 
have largely been carried out only 
before an orbiter's maiden flight. 

Arnold Aldrich, director of the 
agency’s Space Transportation 
Programme, said here that too 
long a delay would be “de- 
trimental to the people, the hard- 
ware and the national require- 
ments for launching into space.” 

He told delegates to the 24th 
Space Congress that a new launch 
date would be set in two or three 
weeks.

Public testimony bad been set 
to begin Thursday with the pro- 
secution presenting the first of 
100 witnesses, most of whom say 
they are survivors of a former 
detention centre at the naval 
mechanics school. Prosecutors 
say the school, on the northern 
edge of the capital, was a clandes- 
tine detention and torture centre 
under military rule. 

Many of the witnesses testified 
in the federal court trials of nine 
members of three military juntas 
that ruled Argentina after a 1976 
coup. 

Five of the nine, including former 
presidents Gen. Jorge Videla and 
Gen. Roberto Viola, were found 
guilty of torture and murder and 
are serving prison terms from 416 
years to life. 


Study shows U.S. has $7.5b 
nuclear arms ‘infrastructure’ 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government’s effort to continual- 
ly modernise America’s nuclear 
weapons arsenal has created what 
is now a S7.5 billion a year 
enterprise that employs 90,000 
people, a study concludes. - 

This infrastructure, or “com- 
plex” that supports the United 
Stales as a nuclear superpower 
has produced roughly 60,000 war- 
heads since 1945. Today, on aver- 
age, the complex produces five 
new warheads a day while retiring 
about four older warheads each 
day, the study says. 

The analysis of the U.S. nuc- 
lear arms production complex is 
contained ' in a 223-page study 
obtained Tuesday and scheduled 
for release Wednesday. 

It was written by four Washing- 
ton researchers under the spon- 
sorship of tiie Natural Resources 
Defence Council, an activist en- 
vironmental group headquar- 
tered in New York that plans to 
unveil the work at a news confer- 
ence. 

The study, part of an on-going 
effort to biiua an “encyclopedia” 


Chernobyl soil contamination 
‘above admissible levels’ 


MOSCOW (R) — Radioactive 
contamination of sod around the 
Chernobyl nuclear power plant 
remains at higher than admissible 
levels and is unlikely to change, 
the commander of the Soviet 
Defence Ministry’s chemical 
forces said Wednesday. 

Gen. Vladimir Pikalov, who 
took part in the decontamination 
of Chernobyl after one of the 
plant’s four reactors exploded last 
April, also dismissed Western 
estimates of thousands of cancer 
deaths from the accident as 
groundless. 

Commenting on the radiation 
situation around the Ukrainian 
power station nearly a year after 
the world’s worst civilian nuclear 
accident, Gen. Pikalov told the 
official Novosti press agency: 

“Today, higher than admissible 


readings of soil contamination 
with long-living radionucleides 
(cesium, strontium, plutonium) 
are registered mostly on the terri- 
torv of the station and in the 
five-kilometre zone around it, as 
well as in several pockets on the 
territory of Byelorussia. 

“There are no grounds for ex- 
pecting any radical changes in the 
current radiation situation, since ; 
soil radioactivity flushing by flood 
waters has not exceeded one per* 
cent.” 

He said the number of cancer 
deaths from Chernobyl radiation 
exposure would 'be less than 0.05 
per cent of the normal cancer 
mortality rate. Cancer deaths 
from eating contaminated food 
would be 0.4 of the normal death 
rate. 


Indonesia not to lift ban 
on politics in universities 


JAKARTA (R) — A Controver- 
sial ban on politics in universities 
will .stay despite pressure for a 
change during campaigning for 
Thursday’s Indonesian elections. 
Education Minister Fuad Hassan 
was quoted Wednesday as saying. 

He told the independent daily 
Kompas that students could take 
part in political activities as long 


as they did so off campuses. 
“They may even read books on 
Marxism if they do so only for 
their study,” he said. 

The Indonesian government 
has banned Marxism and Com- 
munism after a bloody coup 
attempt ii^ 1965 backed by In- 
donesia's pro-Peking Communist 
Party. 


Yugoslav dissident goes on 
trial for brutality claims 


ZAGREB, Yugoslavia (R) — 
Yugoslav human rights dissident 
Dobroslav Paraga, 26, went on 
trial in the Croatian capital Zag- 
reb Wednesday charged with 
slandering the state through pub- 
licly alleging brutality in Yugos- 
lav prisons. 

Paraga, a former theology stu- 
dent and devout Catholic, spent 
four years in Croatian jails from 
1980 for petitioning for the re- 
lease of Yugoslav political pris- 
oners. 

Last year Paraga sued the state 
in an unprecedented case for 11 
million dinars ($19,000) in dam- 
ages. 

He alleged he suffered physical 
and mental damage, and impair- 
ment of his ability to work, as a 
result of beatings, solitary con- 
finement and other mistreatment 
while in jail. 

He repeated his allegations 
publicly in local journals. 

His suit has been adjourned 
while new written evidence is 
collected but meanwhile the state 


of Croatia, one of the six Yugos- 
lav republics, has initialed the 
present case. 

The trial is expected to last 

three days. 

The state says Paraga spread 

false information and that his 
allegations were slanderous. 

Paraga has won widespread 
public support for his case in 
Yugoslavia and aroused concern 
among foreign human rights 
groups. 

Leading Yugoslav intellectuals 
have protested against the trial, 
calling it a violation of basic 
human rights, and media in the 
relatively liberal Slovenian re- 
public have taken up his case. 

The Socialist Alliance, a Com- 
munist-led mass-party body, last 
year demanded an investigation 
into the charges by Paraga and 
other dissidents about prison con- 
ditions and the official Slovenian 
newspaper Delo said the juditi- 
,aiy was not competent to investi- 
gate the case.

PEKING (R) — China Wednes- 
day accused India of massing 
troops along their border and said 
Indian troops were trying to push 
back the border In places by 
“nibbling” at Chinese territory. 

A. Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokesman told a news briefing 
that tension along the border had 
increased due to “India’s recent 
actions.” 

India and China fought a brief 
but bitter war in 1962 over large 
tracts of disputed territory to the 
east and west of the Himalayan 
mmnnfflfn range. Talks on the 
issue in recent years have matte 
virtually no progress. 

“Recently, India has amassed 
its troops in areas along the Sino- 
Indian border and conducted a 
large-scale military exercise, thus 

r 'n resulting in tension there,” 
spokesman said. 

He said “India’s recent actions 
have aroused people's grave con- 
cern” and nosed tension along 
the border. 

“It has repeatedly crossed the 
line of actual control by the two 
sides, nibbling at Chinese terri- 
tory, forcefully occupied some 
plans and sent military aircraft to 
violate Chinese airspace from 
time to time,” be added. 

An Indian diplomat declined to 
comment on the Chinese accusa- 
tion, but said be had not perso- 
nally heard of any Indian military 


exercises in the area. 

The Chin ese spokesman, asked 
how many Indian troops and 
which part of the bonder, was 
involved, said he had no further 
information. 

, But be said the Chinese gov- 
ernment had made its views on 
die issue known to the Indian 
government through diplomatic 
channels. 

In New Delhi, die Times of 
India newspaper reported 
Wednesday that India’s new de- 
fence minister, Krishna Chandra 
Pant, made a secret trip to Peking 
last Friday and had talks with 
senior Chinese officials on the

Linnas lawyers accuse 
Soviets of hindering defence 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Karl 
Linnas, accused of Nazi war 
crimes, was deported to the 
Soviet Union muter a system his 
lawyers say kept them from col- 
lector; rebutting evidence. 

U.S. courts relied in part on 
Soviet-supplied documents and 
interviews of Soviet witnesses 
videotaped in the Soviet Union to 
reach their conclusion that Linnas 
falsely obtained American 
citizenship. 

Linnas’ lawyers complain they 
were under severe restrictions 
when trying to collect evidence 
from the Soviets to dispute evi- 
dence that be had been the head 
of a concentration camp in Esto- 
nia where thousands of people 
were put to death in 1941 and 
1942. Estonia is now part of the 
Soviet Union. 

His lawyers were not permitted 
to pursue Soviet archives ' iH 
search of documents that might 
help their clients. They com-. 


plained about the interpretation 
of what was said on the 
videotapes; the interpreters were 
supplied by die Soviet govern- 
ment. 

The government’s lawyers, 
however, said that the procedures 
already in place provide ample 
protection for the rights of the 
defendants, and that the use of 
videotapes provides a judge with 
unlimited opportunities to evalu- 
ate the testimony. 

Moreover, the Office of Spe- 
cial Investigations, a Nazi-hunt- 
ing unit in the Justice Depart- 
ment, says the case against Lin- 
nas was air-tight, adding that 
evidence supphed by Soviet wit- 
nesses merely corroborates evi- 
dence obtained ;in the United 
States.

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Herbal doctor claims AIDS cure 

SEOUL (R) — A South Korean herbal doctor said Wednesday he 
thinks he has a cure for AIDS and is inviting 20 sufferers from the 
disease to tty his potion free of charge — but local health 
authorities reacted cautiously. In Washington last month U.S. 
Surgeon General Everett Roop said it was unlikely a vaccine for 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS) would be avail- 
able before the late 1990s. Herbal Doctor Kim Hak Bum, who has 
set up an Incurable Disease Research Institute in Taejon, is so 
confident of his product that he is advertising in the Korea Herald 
offering “liberation from AIDS.” A Health Ministry spokesman 
said Kan had not yet filed his claim with the ministry, “but of 
course we will look into the matter.” A Seoul University Hospital 
doctor told Renters he had no idea whether heibal medicine could 
be effective against viral infection. The 48-year-old Kim told 
Reuters he. had already cured one patient, a. Korean bar girl in her 
30s, who exhibited all the symptoms of AIDS, which breaks down 
the body’s immune system. If proven, it would be the first 
documented heating of an AIDS sufferer. Kim, a third generation 
practitioner of Korean herbal medicine, said that in order to 
prove the efficacy of his secret formula he was ready to distribute 
doses to the first 20 certified AIDS patients to apply, from 
anywhere in the world. His theory, based on ancient Chinese 
beliefs, is that AIDS is caused by an irregular combination of the 
body’s five elements — metal, wood, water, fire and earth — 
possibly triggered by injury, poor dietary habits or “unreasonable 
overconsumption of physical strength.” A public health official 
has said the number of AIDS cases worldwide bad probably 
reached 100,000 and as many as 10 million people may be infected, 
with the virus which causes the disease. AIDS has been reported 
in 102 of the 131 countries which report to the World Health 
Organisation (WHO).

BAHRAIN (R) — A policeman and a smuggler were killed in a 
flash between the police and a liquor smuggling gang in Oman s 
desert region, Oman police said m Muscast. The official Otnanv 
News Agency quoted a police statement as saying other gang 
members are arrested and the haul was seized. 

Shaijah police seize drugs, arrest 6 

ABU DHABI (R) — Police at Shaijah in the United Arab 
Frniratwe (UAE) have seized two kilogrammes erf he roin and 
arrested six members of a gang smuggling drugs from India to 
Europe, local newspapers reported. They also quoted Colonel 
Humaid Saif of Sharjah Police as saying the spread of drugs in the 
UAE had reached “horrifying” proportions.
